Inti  rely 
anert  from  this  oroblcm,  the  Ministry  is  trying  to  bring 
about  a  rau^rochwent  be  tv  ten  Jenon  and  Britain.  It  would 
not  co"1  o  ri?ht  out  end  moke  an  alliance,  but  it  v.as  going 
to  form  something  like  n  Four-Pot  or  Pact.  At  the  present 
fcinc  /mbassndor  ih'toudrire  vas  making  approaches  to  the 
British  Government.  Those  invested  vdth  full  powers  had 
boCn  riven  instructions  to  *  sundress  gradually  the  question 
of  di s ornament,  and  to  take  e  calm  attitude  to  the  end.’ 

It  ano oared  that  they  wore  oarrying  out  their  in¬ 
structions.  These  clans  of  rapprochement  vlth  England  were 
of  the  utmost  secrecy  and  vero  not  even  discussed  in  the 

Cabinet  mootings." 
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
